HE PROTESTS TO NO EFFECT. 


The Jurors and Mr, Baker Propound 
All Sorts of Questions, 


HE DECLARES HE WAS BULLIED, 


Complaints Made to Mir. Lonzenecker and 
President Glessner. 


OTHER WITNESSES TELL ABOUT GAMBLING,

Attorney Nic Michels, representing the 
Citizens’ Association in the anti-gambling 
crusade, was the first witness called before 
the grand jury yesterday. Mr. Michels was 
not subpoenaed, neither did he go to the 
Criminal Court Building for the purpose of 
testifying. : 

For months he has been collecting evidence 
that would compel 4 grand jury to perform 
the work which an qbtuse municipal admin- 
istration neglected. Mr. Michels was for 
years connected with the County Attorney’s 
office and the County Board. He has bad 
abundant opportunity of seeing the methods 
adopted in securing Fraud juries, and he has 
likewise considerable ‘knowledge of the 
„professional gi and juror.“ Perhaps for this 
reason Mr. Michels had expressed himself 
averse to disclosing his evidence before any 
but a special grand jury. When the present 
grand jury was sumimoned Mr. Michels re- 
peated his objections, not by way of discred- 
iting the motives of any of the members of 
that body, but upon: general principles. As 
in the case of securing a petit jury for an 
important criminal trial he held chat it was 
no reflection on the honesty of the body of 
the county“ to ask for a,sperial venire, so in 
a matter of such grave importance as the 
eradication of-gamibling he held that a spe- 
cial grand jury was not only advisable but an 
absolute necessity. His objections, however, 
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were overruied, and the cases against the 


gamblers were seat to the grand jury now in 
session. 
| MICHELS SURPRISED. 

When the grand jury had assembled Mr. 
Michels was astonished to receive a sum- 
mons to appear before that body in person. 
He accompanied the messenger, and when 
inside the grand-jury room stated to Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Buker that there must 
be some mistake about the matter, as he was 
simply an attorney in the case and not a wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Baker assur¢d him that that was all 
right. The grand jury merely wished to 
know what was the nature of the cases to be 
brought. before. it. I; would simplify matters, 
Mn Baker explained, if Mr. Michels would 
make a preliminary statement; then the 


grand jury would know what work was be- 


fore it. And before Mr. Michels realized 
that ne was called upon to fill the duai röle 
of attorney and witness he had been sworn 
in and was being subjected to a cross-fire of 
questions. Mr. Baker left immediately and 
we examination was conducted by some of 


‘the grand jurors, who evidentiy labored 


under the impression that it was the Cite 
rens Association instead of gambling that 
was under investigation. They asked among 
other things: 

„How long have you been the attorney for 
the Citizéns’ Association?“ 

„Isn't Mr, Greeley the regular legal repre- 
sentative of that body!“ 

“Are you engage in an honest endeavor 
to rid the city of the gumblers or are you a 
sort of collecubon agency for squealers and 
blackmailers?’’ 

To questions of this nature the representa- 
tive of the Citizens’ Association found him- 
self the target. In vain he appealed to the 
clerk of the grand jury. Equally useless 
was it for him to look for Assistant State’s 
Attorney Baker. Mr. Michels had to face 
the music. 

MR. BAKER TAKES A HAND. 

Finaliy Mr. Baker returned, and Mr. Mi- 
chels turned to him for help. 

Tam not a witness,”’ protested the attor- 
ney; but if 1 am obliged to answer your 
queston I cannot say that I possess such 
knowledge. But common report and the 
construction of the house make it plain that 
the rooms above Hankins’ saloon belong to

TROUBLE IN THE CHICKASAW 
Aue — n 
The Dis franchise ment of ines

Advices received today from he Chickasaw 
Nation, Indian Territory, represent that the 
bad blood between the native Chickasaws and 
white adopted citizens may lead to an out- 
break. The il)-feéling grew out of the result 
of the election in August, 1888, when William 
M. Guy and William L. Byrd were rival 
candidates for the Governorship. The former 
was warmly supported by all the white men 
who, through ictermarriage with the Chicka- 
saws, had become members of the tribe, and 
was elected on the face of the returns. Byrd 
contested, and the matter was referred to 
the laterior Department at Washington, and 
decided in his favor. The Guy party elected 
a majority of the Legislature, but through a 
decision of the Supreme Court of the Nation 
the white voters were declared ineligibie, 
and tne Legisiature confirmed the decision 
by passing a bill of disfranchisemént. 

As the question stands no white man can 
vote or hold office in the Chickasaw Nawon. 
It is claimed the white citizens pay the bulk 
of the taxes and are really tlie bone and 
sinew of the country, while the fullbloods 
combat the advancement. of civilization at 
every point. William Guy, head of the 
progressive party, is one of the most ad- 
vanced Chickasaw leaders. It is his counsels 
alone, it is claimed, that have prevented 
bloodshed thus far. The feeling, however, is 
becoming so intense that a war of factions 
may be precipitated at any moment. 


SOUTH CAROLINA’S NEGROES EMIGRATE. 


Thousands Will Leave the State in Order to 
Gain Safety of Life. 

CHARIESTOx, S. C., Jan. 22.—[Special.}]— 
The negroes of Baruwell County, the scene 
of the recent butchery, at a meeting yester- 
day decided to emigrate. Ex-Gov. Hagood 
was invited to address ths convention and 
did so. Resolutions that it is expedient for 
the Colored people of Barnwell to emigrate 
from this county to other States or other 
parts of this State, or anywhere where life 
weuld be safer than they regard it now in 
Barnwell, were offered. Goy. Hagood was 
asked whether in the future he would guar- 
antee their safety. He replied that he could 
not. But judging the future by the past he 
thought that the races could get on well to- 
gether; that the lynching that had taken 
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| place was the first in the history of the coun- 


ty, and that the general record of the past 
ought to be the best guarantee for the future; 
that no good white man could or would jus- 
tify the lynching that had occurred, and that 
no good white man could possibly nave had a 
hand in it.

I went to Mr. Phillips with a complaint, 
but he told me he thought I was wrong. 

“I did not dare write my folks complain- 
ing ot my treatment, because Hinchee opens 
and reads every letter written before it goes 
away from the buildmg, and we are not al- 
lowed to send anything in. the way of com- 
Plaint to our homes.“ 

Thompson also told how Hinchee knocked 
Johnie Fritchbar across the drill-ball, draw- 
ing blood. The blow was so severe that he 
has been unable to bear in his right ear since. 
Thompson also voiced a popular complaint. 
which was fully corroborated, that the food 
they received was improperly cookéd. The 
potatoes were nearly raw. Meat and vege- 
tabies were also improperly cooked. The 
dining-room ana dormitories are insufiicient- 
ly heated. The boys are furnished insuf- 
ficient covering for their beas. 

All the boys gave as their reason for not

THE MILWAUKBE FLUSHING TUNNEL. 


What It Will Do Whee ia Operation—The 
Largest Pomp in the “ or'd. 

Mitwavcker, WI. . Jan. 22.—[Special.|— 
When Miiwaukee’s $250,000 flushing tunnel. 
which has attracted the attention of civil en- 
gineers throughout the country, is in opera- 
tion—being at present closed down tor the 
winter—335,000 gallons of water a minute, 
equivalent to 45,000 cubic feet, gre pumped 
into the river out of tne lake. his volume 
of water passes through a tunnel 2.500 feet 
ioug and 12 fest in diameter, buiit under tne 
city, tne Aas works be ng on the beach 
near the North Point. The dump is the largest 
in capacity in use in we world. lt is 
simply a wheel, Bit peculiar in construction, 
resembiing somewtat a propeller wheel. 
This wheel is Within ne ¢ondvit which leads 
from the lake under the pumping works to 
the tunnel, aud tts revolution not only raises 
the water three feet, but gives it a pressure 
that sends it through the tunnel, a distance 
of 2,500 feet, ina little more than six minutes. 
The wheel is thirteen feet in diameter, and 
has biudes somewhat similar to a p:opelier 
wheel, but six feet of the center is solid, 
leaving the blade on either side three and a 
balf feet long, 

This solid center is the real secret of the 
success of the Wheel,” said City Engineer 
Benzenberg today, for extending out from 
the center five-or six feet on both sides are 
cone-like projections of solid iron. This con- 
struction is to prevent a suction back to the 
center, which would interfere with the free 
and uninterrupted discharge of water forced 
through the wheel by its revYolutions. There 
is tous no backing up whatever to ae water, 
which is sent through the tunnel as a swiril- 
ing current. The pump has also proven it 
self to be the most economical, as in its duty 
throughout ‘the last year t showed 68,800 000 
foot pounds for every 100 pounds of co al: 
that is, for every 100 pounds of eoal con- 
sumed in the ler the pump raised 65,800,-e 
000 cubic feet one foot high, proving it to bel 
the most economical of any wheel pump fora 
year’s run.“ 

“But does the pump never get out of 
order! 

No; there has been no trouble whatever 
with it since it was first started, in Septem- 
ber, 1888. Sheuld one of tiie biages be 
broken, though, we quickly repiace it, as ali 
the blades are removabie.”’

New York, Jan. 22,—[Special./—The havoc 
caused by the foarful storms which have 
swept across the ocean at frequent in- 
tervals for two weeks will not. all be known 
perhaps for some time, but there were many | 
anxious faces and heavy hearts around this 
harbor today, caused by the latest star*ling 
news regard ng the missing steamer Erin of 
the National Line. There are fears, too, for 
several other steamers now overdue. _ 

The provable loss of the steamer Erin re 
oel ves confirmatory evidence brought by 
cable dispatches. A cable dispatch was re- 
ceived at the Maritime Exchange today from 
London which also told of the picking up of 
the Erin’s lifeboat by the Creole aad the 
sighting by her of the other wreckage. The 
finding of a ship’s bridge was thought by 
local mariners to iadicate plainly that a 
storm must have been encountered by the 
vessel from whose deck the bridge was 
wrenched. Old navigators even went so far 
ag to say today that the floating bridge isa 
pretty sure sign that the tempest-torn ship 
must have gone to the bottom. The steamer 
Servia, which arrived from Liverpool, re- 
ported passing a large number of dead cattle 
floating in the sea about 600 miles out trom 
Queenstown. As the deck-load of the steam- 
er Erin was composed of 523 head of cattie 
this report adds to tne fears already enter- 
tained for the safety of that vessel. 

Tne Erin left this port Dec. 28 and in ordi- 
nary weather should have reached Liverpool 
ten days ago. Capt. William Tyson of Lon- 
don, who was in command of the vessel, was 
one of the oldest navigators in the service of 
the National Line. He had a complement of 
fifty-five officers and men, nearly all belong- 
ing abroad. There were no passengers, but 
in charge of the cattle. were fifteen men, most 
of whom were Americans. Her cargo con- 
sisted of the deck-load of cattle and below 
grain, cotton, and general merchandise val- 
ued at about $200,000. It was insured. 

A cabie dispatch from London today said 
that an insurance premium of 30 guineas was 
paid on the Erin’s cargo Tuesday and a rate 
of 80 guineas premium was demanded today. 
The dispatch voiced the opinion of London 
shipping men that the Erin had been d- 
abied in the terrific storm and had eventual- 

y been lost. 

Covered with ice, the tempest-tossed 
steamship Servia of tne Cunard Line arrived 
today, four days overdue. Capt. Walker was 
about tired out and reported tnat all the voy- 
age, at least from Queens’own, the steamer 


from the westward, with high seas. A 
furious northwest hurricane struck 
the vessel Thursday and on the 
following nigbt rolled over the deck, 
smashing the skylights of the engine- 
room, and a good deal of water went beiow. 
The lifeboats were loosenea from the chocks 
and aseaman badly injured. A stiff gale | 
howled ail today over the Day, and caused a 
good deal of disturbance to shipping. The

Gales Off the Nove *cotia Coast. 

Harrrax, N. S., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—Phe 
steamers Sorrento, Rhaetia, and Egypt put 
in this moroing short of coal, after a terrible 
passage. The Sorrento was out twenty-four 
davs. The bveat’s rail, deck, and fixings 
were smashed by the waves. Considerable 
other damage Was done by the tremendous 
seas. The Cuptain was knocked down bya 
huge wave and one of his ands broken, 
Many members of the crew had narrow es- 
capes from death and some are injured. At 
one time it was feared tne ship would 
founder.

The Curtis-Wright Sait Will Not Decide 
Whether Grain Deals Are Gambling. 

The suit of A. M. Wright & Co. against Henry

MAYOR CREGIER’S PLANS FOR SEWERS 


To Divide the City into Districts and Abol- 


ish Special Assessments. 

The discussion of ways and means for the pro- 
motion of sewer building within the city limits 
has caused anew plan to be suggested by the 
Mayor to the Committee on Finance. It is to 
divide the city into seven or nine municipal dis- 
tricts and estimate the cost of building all 
sewers—large and small—except catchbasins 
and street and alley connections, within those 
districts. This would be done by taking, say, a 
square mile of territory and figuring on all main 
and lateral sewers, large and small. within that 
territory. The total amount of this cost would 
then be divided. by the number of lineal feet in 
the mile, and the result wolud * be the amount to 
be assessed in all cases for sewers within the dis- 
trict, no matter whether it was a twelve or 
seventy-two inch sewer that was built. Then 
when a sewer was desired in a certain locality it 
would be asked for in the Council in the usual 
way, but instead of being sent to a special as- 
sessment department would be ordered built, 
and the work would be done by the city. A bill 
for the cost would,chen be rendered against the 
property-owners the same as a bill for water tex, 
and the amount of the bill would be the regula- 
tion price per foot for as many teet of land as he 
owned. 

“I know not whether my plan would be legal,“ 
said Mayor Cregier when asked in referense to 
it, “‘forI have not looked into that part of it; 
yet I am afraid it would not be. But we need 
something like this toe le us to build sewers 
in the great City of Chic The finer parts of 
the city are already provided for, but it is in the 
poorer districts where we must have them. The 
people alon Prairie avenue do not 
worry bout the unsewered part of the 
city in the northwest, yet they en- 
danger their lives by this neglect, for if an epi- 
demic should arise in those undrained parts it 
would sweep the city.

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WELL KNOWN TO OLD CHICAGOANS. 


Liberty Bigelow’s Share in Building the 
First ®treet-Car Line in the City. 

Liberty Bigelow, who died in Boston last Tues- 
day, was a familiar figure to old Chicagoans. He 
was one of four ren who started the first street- 
car line in Chicago. The charter was obtained 
im 1858 and authorized the construction and op- 
eration of a horse railway on State street from 
Randolph to Twenty-second street, then called 
Ringgold place. Nov. 1, 1888, work was begun 
on the line, Henry Fuller throwing the first 
spadeful of earth and ex-Gov. Bross driving the 
firstspike. Frank Parmelee and a man named 
Parker ran a bus line in 1853 and 1854. Parker 
died soon after,and Parmelee took Liberty Bige- 
low. David A. Gage, and Walter S. Johuson into 
the business under the firm of F. Parmelee & Co. 
They ran the State street railroad until 1865,

Hutchinson lived 
at Northtown, fifteen miles away, and wherever 
in his daybook there Ocourred the name of Phil- 
lips he placed the name of Erie after it, and 
the name Patrick he changed to Phillips and 
wrote the name Erie” after it.

DEATH OF PROF. FRANCIS BOWEN. 


One of Harvard’s Most Eminent Teachers 
Passes Away—UOther Deaths. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 22. [Special. Francis 
Bowen, one of Harvard’s most eminent teachers, 
died suddenly yesterday from heart failure. He 
was missed by his family, and later search re- 
vealed him in the bathroom dead, the shock of 
the cold water resulting fatally. Prof. Bowen 
was a native of Charlestown, Mass., and was 78 
years old. He graduated from Harvard in 1833. 
He then returned to’ Exeter as instructor in 
mathematics, and two years later received the 
appointment of tutor in intellectual philosophy 
and political economy at Harvard. After holding 
this position for four years he left Harvard in 
1839, when he visited Europe and spent a 
year in study and travel. In 1648 he succeeded 

r. Palfrey as editor and proprietor of the North 
American Review, which he conducted for eleven 
years. His unpopular views on the Hungarian 
question were challenged by the late Robert 
Carter of Boston, an early free-soller and a warm 
admirer of Kossuth, and because of this and 
other unpopular opinions on political subjects 
the Harvard Overseers fail to confirm Mr. 
Bowen's appointment as McLean Professor of 
History, ma y the corporation in 1850. In 1858 
he was appointed Alford Professor of Natural 
Religion, Moral Philosophy, and Civil Polity, 
and continued in active service until about ten 

ears ago, when he reduced the amount of his 
ecturing about one-half. He gave his re- 
maining courses re . up to the time 
of his resignation, early in December, 1889. 

He was a voluminous writer, his works includ- 
ing Documents of the Constitution of England 
and America from Magna Charta te the Federal 
Constitution of 1789," Prmeipies of Political 
Economy Applied to the Condition, Resources, 
and Institutions of the American People,” “A 
Treatise on Logic,) American Political Econ- 
omy,” Modern Philosophy, from Descartes to 
Schopenhauer and Hartmann,“ and *‘ Gleanings 
of a Literary Life.” As an editor he issued many 
valuable volumes, includ the essays of Sir 
William Hamilton, Dugald wart’s “ Philoso- 
phy of the Human Mind.“ and De Tocqueville's 
* Democracy in America.”

SILVER NOTES IN ENGLAND. 

Foliowing Secretary M ladom's pian for 
ihe issuance of sliver notes comes the an- 
nouncement that the Bank of England is 
about to adopt a somewhat similar scueme, 
which was suggested some time ago by Mr 
Gosctien, Chauceilor ot the Exchequer. Curi- 
ously enough the British planis quite radical, 
and to the extent that it is carried out will 
amount to a practical remonetization of sil- 
ver. The Bank of England can aold one 
fourth of its reserve in siiver, and as it is 
required to redeem ite notes in gold it has a 
great accumulation ot silver coin in its vaults 
and doesn’t know what todo withit. It is 
proposed now to issue one pound (about §5) 
notes, redeemabie for 20 shillings in silver, 
but not in gold. Preparatory to the adop- 
tion of this policy large silver. pieces of four 
and five shillings have recently been coined 
for the first ume. The four shilling piece is 
almost as large as the American standard 
dollar and the five shilling still larger. 
These coins are to be represented in circula 
tion by the gotes which are now being 
printed in full contidence that Pariiament 
will sanction be policy®

The Illinois 
Senators were not consulted, but the Senate 
confirmed; and there was no war and uo 
Senator felt insulted. 

The fourth precedent was when President 
Hayes, disregarding the wishes of Senator 
Oglesby, who pressed for the appointment of 
his old partner, Maj. Sheridan Waite, selected 
his fmend, William Henry Smith. Senator 
Oglesby, while not pleased, did not begin a 
fight, and Mr. Smith was confirmed. There 
was no Senatorial courtesy invoked ty make 
war on the President. 

The fifth precedent was when Mr. Arthur 
picked out and appomted his friend Jesse 
Spalding, though Senators Logan and Cullom 
urged their friend Dan Shepara. Senator 
Logan, though a man who stood up for all his 
“rights” where an office was at stake, did 
not make a fight on the President, and Spaid- 
ing was confirmed without a war with the 
Administration. ‘ 

The sixth precedent was when President 
Cleveland, without taking advice of Lawier,

The reciprocity treaty with Mexico of 1888.

THE FR&E-WUOL ISSUE IN INDIANA. 
The Wool-Growers’ Association of Indiana 
has just held a meeting and adopted resalu- 


ons protesting against any reduction of me 


duties on raw wobl. The public is not in- 
formed as to the membership of this organi- 
zation, and it May huve greater numerical 
strength than the similar society in Ohio, 
composed of Columbus Delano, Lawrence, 
Harpster, and one or two others; but, what- 
ever we size of the Indiana association, it is 
clearly acting the part of the three tailors of 
Tooley street when it represents the sheep- 
owning farmers of the Hoosier State as de- 
mand ins bigh protection tor wool. The wool- 
growers of Indiana pat themselves on record 
op this question a year ago last November in a 
way not to be mistaken. More than half of tne 
Indiana Congressional districts were politic- 
ally close, and the votes of the sheep-owning 
farmers, and their sons, and hired men could 
have turned the result eimer way. It was 
for thein to say and determine by their own 
votes whether they wanted free-wool advo- 
cates or wool protectionists to “represent. 
them in Congress, Hence the peculiar sig- 
nificance of the votes cast in indiana for 
Congressmen. 

Holding the balance of power the wool- 
growers of Indiana voted in 1888 to send 
ten free-wool advocates and tree wool pro- 
tecuonists to represent mem in Congress. 
By their casting votes they took districts 
away from the protecuon party and gave 
them to the Mills bill organization, which 
made free trade in wool its chief issue in the 
campaign. The free-wooi issue was perfectly 
clear and distinct. Not content with the 
generalities of a party platform the Demo- 
crats had drawn and introduced the Mills 
bill as an Administration measure. The 
main feature of the bill) was in taking all 
protection off woo! and in reducing duties on 
woolen goods one-half. So far as the bill at- 
tected the wooi-grower it was a measure of 
free trade pure and simple. 

In order to join issue squarely on this ques- 
tion of freelisting wool the Republicans in- 
troduced in the Senate @ bill which was so 
framed as not merely to preserve duties on 
wool but to increase them and give wool- 
growers still higher protection. The wool- 
growers of Indiana were thus offered a choice 
between higher protection for their product 
or none at all, and on this issue they elected 
ven free-traders and three protectionists to 
vote for tnem in Congress on that question. 

In the First District Hovey’s Republican 
majority of 1,357 in 1886 was entirely wiped 
out and Parret® a free-wool Democrat, was 
elected by 20. In the Fourth District Holman, 
who had voted in Congress for the repeal of 
the duties on wool, was elected by 729—u full 
party majority. In the Fifth District Cooper, 
the free-wool candidate, had a full party ma- 
jority of 704 In the Eigatu District Brook- 
shire (free-wool Democrat) overcame the 
Republican majority of 1,097 in 1886 and was 
elected by 69. Ir all these instances the 
vote was so close that the sheep-owning 


notes, but they do not circulate at any great 
distance from the points of issue.

It 
seems singular that me American plan of 
using silver in the form of certificates or 
notes was not adopted in England long ago. 
Legal tender one pound notes cannot fail to 
become popular and pass at once into circula- 
won and make an appearance in. the British 
colonies and in the United States. 

The chief object in issuing the new notes 
is to do away with the necessity for using 
bulky, inconvenient coins, but the proposi- 
tion shows that hustllity to silver is rapidly 
disappearing in Engiana. In fact, to the ex- 
tent that silver is represented by legal-tender 
notes it will be fully remionetized, and En- 
gland can no longer be regarded asa single 
standard gold country. The issuance of sil- 
ver notes up to a certain amount will be in 
effect the same thing as a limited coinage, 
with the advantage of furnishing the money 
in the most convenient form for general use. 
France and Germany can hardly fail to fol- 
low the policy of the Bank of England. Both 
those countries now have great hoards of 
idie silver which might be put into circula- 
tion in the form of notes to an extent that 
would check the appreciation of goid and 
improve prices by making money more pien- 
ful. By keeping such issues within safe 
limite they can avoid the danger of dispia- 
cing goid by the inferior metal. The United 
States has tried the policy of a hmited use of 
silver with success, and is now in a position 
to adopt the still safer plan of basing silver 
notes on their market value and issuing 
them without an arbitrary limit t the 
amount.

church war at Plymouth was renewed this 
evening. The Polish faction, led by Martin 
Wilkes, the leader, went to the cemetery and 
dug up bodies of the Lithunians, 
the opposing faction, who were buried 
under police protection yesterday. The 
coffins were broken open and the bodies 


' dragged all over the ground and thrown over 


the fence. Two bodies were treated thus 
and they were horribly lacerated by pick- 
axes used in breaking open the coffins. 
Three other coffins were taken out of the 
raves but the bodies were not disturbed. 
When armed Lithunians arrived on the 
scene the Poles fled. There is talk of lynch 
law. Thousands of people were in the ceme- 
tery. Tue Lithunians gathered up the mu- 
tilated bodies and reinterred them.

Lonpon, Jan. 22.—Further inquiries were 
prosecuted this afternoon among financial 
authorities in regard to the vlan of issuing 
pound notes. The prevailing opinion seemed 
to be that the present report that such a plan 
is to be adopted by the Bunk of Kugland is 
based on a revival of an old story that Mr. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
intends to introduce a bill in Parliament giv- 
ing banks authority to issue pound notes. 
It is admitted, however, that there are indi- 
cations which would seem to justify tne con- 
clusion that Mr. Goschen really contemplates 
the introduction of g measure of that descrip- 
tion. During the Parliamentary recess, it is 
learned, the treasury authoriues have had 
frequent conferences with the leading bank- 
ers of the metropolis touching the advisability 
of authorizing the issue of notes of small de- 
nominations. Ia these conferences the 
question of issuing notes of the value of 10 
shillings as well as of £1 has been under dis- 
cussion, and the wnderstending is that in 
case auch notes are issued they are to be 
made redeemable in silver coin. Another 
significant fact is that in view of the likeli⸗- 
hood of legislation of the character indicated 
the mint has greatly reduced the coinage of 
gold 10-shilling pieces.

The Senate today in secret session resolved 
to make public the Samoan treaty, negotiated 
in Berlin last spring. In transmitting the 
treaty to the Senate Jan. 6 the President says: 

I am pleased to find in this general act an hon- 
orable, just, and equal settlement of the ques- 
tions which have arisen during the last few years 
between the three Powers having treaty rela- 
tions with and rights in the Samoan Islands. 

Secretary Biaine’s letter to the President 
speaks of the instructions given to the Com- 
missioners, saying they were told that the 
United States desired a speedy and amicable 
settlement of the Samoan question; that it 
maintained its full equality of right in the 
disposition of these questions, but was in- 
fluenced as much by anxious desire to secure 
to we people of Samoa the conditions 
of a healthy, prosperous, and civilized 
life, and was bound to protect the interests 
of its own citizens, and that the President 
bo and believed that the result of con- 
sultation would be to prove that it was not 
the wish of any of the three Governments to 
subordinate the rights of the Samoans to the 
exigencies of a grasping commerce or to the 
political ambition of territorial extension on 
‘the part of any of the treaty Powers.

The Merchant Tailors’ National Exchange at 
yesterday’s session passed the following 
resolutions, to go into effect Jan. 1, 1891, with 
unguestionabie goanimity and amid pro- 


longed applause: 

Resolved, That bills are due upon the delivery 
of goods. 

Resolved, That sixty days shall be the limit of 
credit given by the members of the Merchant 
Tatiors’ National Exchange.

Resotved, That the above rules shall govern all 
the members of the Merchant Tailors’ National

When the exchange assembled at 10 
o'clock at the Palmer House President Hun-

Other trades- 
men get their gyros and ours is scattered 
from Maine to California. We get ours if 
our customers are honest ana we live long 
enough. It reminds meof what. Abraham 
Lincoln, when a bey, wrote in his copy-book: 

“I shall be great, by tongue or pen, 
I shall be good, but God knows when,”

MR. STINSON’S DEMURRER OVERRULED. 


The Case Involving Land at Superior, Wis., 


Road—After That It Is Expected That 
„Les Road Bonds Can Be Floated at 
Par—Hopes for the Early Completion 
of the Line. 7 

“The Chicago City railway 
„ ot the stock of the Alley 

evated railway.“ said President C. B. 
Holmes of the Chicago City railway yester- 
day. “The ago City railway does not own 
one dollar of the stock of the Alley Elevated 
railway company. It does not own $500,000 
or any other amount of the bonds of the 
alley company. It has not issued $500,000 of 
its 43¢ per cent bends in exchange for an in- 
terest in tne alley company. The Chicago 
City railway has not paid one dollar either 
in securities or in cash to the Alley Elevated 
railroaa, or for an interest in it.” 

That was President Holmes’ denial. It 
was as sweeping and as emphatic as he could 
make it. It was calculated to convey the im- 
pression that there was no connection be- 
tween the street rallway company and the 
elevated railway company; that the stories 
of the last few days purporting to give we 
details of the transfer of the control of the 
elevated company to the street railway 
company were founded on fancy. 

President Holmes’ denial is correct to the 
letter, but it would not be safe to draw con- 
clusions further than his denial goes. 

HUW THE PLAN WILL WORK. 

It is true that no part of the securities of 
the alley company have been transferred to 
the Chicago City railway company. It is 
true that the Chicago City railway company 
has issued no bonds for the purpose of pay- 
ing for ac interest in the elevated enterprise. 
But it is also true that in the vaults of a 
Chicago bank waiting to be exchanged are 
the certificates for $6,900,000 stock of the 
alley company, $500,000 of the company’s 6 
per cent first mortgage bonds, and $500,000 of 
the fret mortgage 44¢ per cent bonds of the 
Chicago City railway company. The actual 
transfer of the alley company’s securities to 
the City railway company and of the City 
railway bonds to the treasury of the alley 
company has not yet deen made. It is among 
the possibilities that it will not be made. 
There are a few points of difference between 
the two companies’ standing in the way of 
the final consummation of the deal. But

They saw their cars crowded 
to the last- degree, while on special ions 
they were quite unequal to moving the trafo 
offered. They saw that tne South Side must 
soon from some source have an elevated rail- 
way. That road must naturally be built 
either over their State street tracks or built 
as the alley company contemplated. 

L. Z. Leiter is one of the heaviest stock- 
holders of the City railway company. Mr. 
Leiter is one of the largest owners of State 
street business property. Mr. Leiter does 
not believe in the theory that an elevated 
railway in the street increases the vaiue of 
the property along the street. He objected 
vigerously to the State street elevated 
road. if there must be one he preferred thas 
it be in the alley. There was another reason 
why an interest in the alley road would doe of 
value to Mr. Leiter. The alley company’s 
ordinance and charter authorized it to build 
to Van Buren street. Mr. Leiter is erecting 
on the block between Congress and Van 
Buren streets the largest retail house in Chi- 
cago. The value of that property depends on 
the number of — who pass it in a day. 
lf the alley road could be stopped at Congress 
street instead of running on to Vana Buren its 
whole traffic must de unloaded where it 
would pass Mr. Leiter’s building. Some of 
the same reasons were used with effect on 
other large owners of City railway stock. It 
was decided that it would be well for the 
City railway company to get control of and 
push forward the alley enterprise. 

ALLEY ROAD BONDS. 

The bonds of the alley company and the 
mortgage securing them were drawn in 1888. 
The mortgage authorizes the issue of 7,000, 
000 of bonds. They are to run forty years 
and draw 6 per cent. ‘hen the proposition 
to absorb the alley enterprise was submitted 
to the City railway company President 
Holmes strongly objected te the form of 
these bonds. The rate of interest was too 
large and the time too long. The bonds of 
the City railway bear oniy 44 per cent. Mr. 
Holmes thought the elevated railway bonds 
ought not to beara rate of interest above 5 
per cent. His objection to that particular 
point has now been overruled, The further 
obstacles are minor ones and will probably 
not long stand in the way of completing the 
transfer. 

The bonds which the City railway com- 

ny have deposited to be exchanged for 

000 alley bonds ure its first mortgage 4 
rent bonds. There are now outstanding 
$4, 000,000 of these bonds. Enough road, how- 
ever, has been built in excess of the require- 
ments of the mortgage to authorize 000,- 
000, so that $2,000,000 can at any time be is- 
sued without further increase in the com- 
pany’s mileage. These bonds are now worth 
101 bid. Itis probable that the alley com- 
pany can realize at least par on the $500,000 
which will come into its treasury. 

In the arrangement as now made between 
the two companies the stock of the elevated 
road will be aqua pura. It will not represent 
one dollar. It is expected that the owners of 
the bonds will pay: for the construction of 
the road and limit their profit to 6 per cent, 
while the stockholders will take an pront 
over that. Buildimg roads is much like 
Astor’s recipe for ting rich—tirst 
get a thousand dollars. First build a section 
of the road. After the road is once started 
money for extensions comes for the asking, 
but capital is afraid of brand-new enter- 
prises. The $1,000,000 which the alley com- 
pany has how arranged for will be enough to 
start the road. After that is used up and 
the first section completed the otner $6,000,- 
000 of bonds, or so much of them as is nec- 
essary, will be offered to the public.

THE SORES OF A’ SOREHEAD. 


Played-Out’ &x-Congresaman Roswell G. 
4 Horr aad His Piaint. 

A “back number ex-Congressman from 
Michigan, named Roswell G. Horr [played 
out and turned down by tired ex-constituents}, 
has been interviewed by a press reporter, and 
has given an opinion adverse to President 
Harrison’s Adwiinistration. He says Pres- 
ident Harrison's “weakening rather than 
strengthening the Republican party“; that 
he (Horr) “haus uo use for Sunday-school 
politics”; that “Harrison is conducting a 
personal Administrauon.” The trouble ap- 
pears to be, in fact, that the President pro- 
poses to perform the duties of his office ac- 
cording to his own views as to their 
scope instead of permitting somebody 
else to judge and determine for him whut 
his duty requires. Mr. Horr says: * No man 
Worked harder for the election of Gen. Har- 
rison than 1 did, but itis well known that 
President Cleveland cut his own head off by 
not deferring to the opinions of the men who 
made him, and President Harrison will cut 
his own head off if he continues his present 
policy.“ People generally will prefer Presi- 
dent Harrisons Administration as it is, 
rather than what it would de if he permitted 
Horr and otners, who worked hard” for 
its election, to run it for him. Those who 
honestly and earnestly worked for his elec- 
tion did 80 make him President in fact, 
not the mere of a political clique. 

Another of the played-out ex-Congress- 
man’s grievances is thus aired for the benefit 
of the public: ** At the beginning of this Ad- 
ministracion I was offered a position that 
was an insult to me, and my declination of 
the place was promptly forwarded. For this 
reason I don’t want to give my opinion of the 
Harrison Admiuistrauon fuliy, as many will 
say that I am sore because 1 did not get what 
I wanted, which is not the case. I have a 
business that pays me well. Of course, I 
would have taken a good place if it had been 
tendered me, otherwise I wanted nothing.“

A BIG LOCK-OUT ORDERED, 


Differences Between Hat Finishers and 
Their Employers. 

Dansury, Conn., Jan. 20.—The Hat Manu- 
facturers’ Association met today and order ad 
a lock-out of over 1,200 hat finishers. The 
resuit of this is to throw about 8,000 hands 
out of employment and to almost completely 
stop the industry that is literally the life of 
the city. 

The lock-out is the result of trouble in the 
manufactory of C. H. Merritt & Co. This 
firm employed a small number of boys in its 
finishing-rooms. The Hat Finishers’ Asso- 
ciation about a week ago asked the firm to 
discharge these boys, as they were not mem- 
bers of the association. The firm replied 
that the boys were not doing the work of hat 
finishers, and therefore the association had 
not the right to demand their discharge. 

Thursday last Merritt & „ finishers, 
numbering about 125 men, held a meeting 
and ordered a strike. This was in direct 
violation of an agreement between the Hat 
Manufacturers’ Associaton and the Hat 
Finishers’ Association, by the terms of which 
all differences were to be submitted to a 
mutually-appointed board of arbitration. 
Without finishers Merritt & Co.’s factory had 
to be shut down. 

The firm placed its case before the Manv- 
facturers’ Association, to which all the manu- 
facturers except Henry Crofut and Daven- 
port & Van Gall belong. A meeting was called 
toda and it was decided that Merritt & Co.’s 
finishers had so radically violated the agree- 
ment made by the Hat Finisners’ Association 
that the manufacturers were no longer under 
obligations to keep their part of it. It was 
resoived to stana by Merritt.& Co. and bring 
their finishers to terms by ordering a lock- 
out, and the order was issued. 

The Manufacturers’ Association will ac- 
cept nothing but an unconditional return to 
work. A mas¢- wil: be held tomor- 
row, and it is Roped-that action will be taken 
which will lead to a speedy settlement. So

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES UNDER THE 
DOME OF ST. PAUL’S, 


The Hero of the Abyssinian Campaign Laid 
to Rest with fary..Honors in the 
Presence af the Distinguished Soldiers, 
and Statesmen of the United Kingdom— 
An Imposing Procession from the Tower 
to the Cathedrai—The Religious Serv- 
ices. 

The following account of Lord Napier’s 
funeral was delayed in transmission and did 
not reach Tux Tursune in time for publica- 
tion in yesterday miorning’s issue:

LONDON, Jan, 21.—Marshial Robert Corne- 
lis, Baron Napier of. Magdala, etc., Consta- 
ble of the To of Londov, was today, 
amid all the pomp of marching troops, glit- 
termg arms, and boomicg cannon, laid in a 
grave in the of St. Paul's. Tue obse- 
quies were accath panied by full military hon- 
ors, The funeral way led from the black- 
browed gateway of the Tower of London 
to the doors of the great cathedral. 
All that is most notable in England’s 
past, most memorable in English battle- 
fields, and most awe-inspiring in En- 
giand’s church seemed in one way and 
another to enshroud arid impress the specta- 
tor of this last sad journey of the honored 
hero from the centuried fortress to that 
looming dome which lifts its golden cross 
triumphant high over ail else in this queen 
city of the latter-day Christian world. The 
Tower was early astir. The remains, under 
military escort, were received at 9:30 o’clock, 
and from that hour forward the drawbridge, 
squares, and stone avenues were alive with 
moving scarlet jniforms, the glitter of trap- 
pings, and the flash of steel. It was a nota- 
bie picture this funeral morning, the ancient 
castle thus filled and fronted by modern

The 
remainder of the linge was made upofa 
squadron of the Twelfth Lanvers, the First 
Battalion of the Coldstream Guards, the 
Grenadiers’ and the Scots Guards’ bands.

IN THE CATHEDRAL,

Excavate the Canal by the Brickmaking 

Editor Sua: Last year there were manufact- 
ured ator near Chicago about 600,000,000 bricks, 
which required about 1,600,000 cubic. yards of 
earth, or an excavation eqtial-to 150 feet in 
width, 18 feet in depth, and about 2 miles in 
length. Now, apply this to the enlargement of 
the canal, and first conriect umet River 
with the head of the South Fork by a mere ditch 
for the present—sayu ditch two or three feet 
lower than the lake and from fifty to one hun- 
dred in width—then start th® pumping-works at 
Bridgeport; this would of course cleanse out the 
South Fork, that most essential work for the 
present. But the canal from Bridgeport to Lock- 
port is not of sufficient ogpucity to carry off as 
much weter as the “works are able to 
hoist or lift. In order to meet. this dificuity it 
will only be necessary to .widen the canal from 
its mouth to a point where the rock excavation 
begins, and without deepening it for the present; 
then at that point erect another pump with, say. 
one-halt the cavacity of the present one, and 
then pump the water from thé canal into the 
Desplaines. By this means the works at Bridge- 
port can be kept constantly at work at their full 
capacity. Having soecompiis this much., we 
have nothing to do but ge of with the reck exca- 
vation and give to the brickmakers the privilege 
of working out the balafice to any required ca- 
pacity, and this the do by the time that it 
will require to do rest oft the work, and by 
this pro“ess a great many millions of dollars can 
be saved, And if you to push this thing on 
the doubie-quick princivie it will only be neces- 
sary to extend the fire ordinance over the entire 
limits of the city. ‘This Will do it.
